. Aim Was Bad. 



Barricaded ' Himself In .ttie Barn and 

Held a Large Posse of Policemen 
, at Bay For Nine Houra Be- 
j. ^ fere Being Captured. 

Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 3.— Worked into 
a frenzy as a result of an altercation 
with one ot his brothers, Benjamin 
Fra|il|ll9 Weisslnger, living on the 
tm aewmnl miles from thla olty, shot 
and killed his brothera, Louis and 
Frederick, attempted to kill his sister 
und sister-in-law, and held a large 
posse at bay for nine hours before he 
waa captured. The tragedy occurred 
on the farm of the father of the men. 
Benjamin end Frederick had a quarrel 
ore^ the cleaning of a horse. During 
the altercation Henjamin fired four 
shots at FYederid; without any of them 
taking effect. Frederick fled to the 
attic of the farm house and waa fol- 
lowed to the houee by the enraged 
brother. The latter secured a Win- 
Chester repeating rifle and as he waa 
leaving the house he encountereil an- 
other brother, Louis, at the kitchen 
door. J Without a word of warning 
Benjamin fired, at Louis, the bullet 
etrlking him In the side^ Tbm yictlm 
fell unconscious and died In halt an 
hour without uttering a word. 

The murderer tlien walked down a 
path and caught a glimpse of Freder- 
ick, who waa looking out of the win- 
dow. Benjamin auickiy rataed his ri- 
fle and fired. The bullet entered Fred- 
erick's check and, penetrated the brain. 
He fell dead acroea the window sill. 
His wife, who had gone to the attic 
with him, attempted to drag the boily 
Into the room. She succeeded in this, 
bnt not before Benjamin had fired sev- 
eral shots at her without effect The 
double murderer's attention was then 
attracted to bis sister, Mary, who bad 
gone out of the house to persuade him 
fh>B doing any more abooting. She 
peralated lo strongly that he turned his 
rlfie npoo her m4 Sved twice, but his 
■tim waa bad. The young woman es- 
eapad Into the house. 

Having realized what he had done 
and fearing arrest, Benjamin decided 
to barricade himself In the barn. He 
went Into the houae^ eeenred a shot- 
gun, several revolvers and ammunilon 
and then took up his position in the 
barn. l?\ery attempt the authorities 
loade to approach the barn was met 
with several shots from Weisslnger, 
and reinforcements were aent for. 

When Sheriff Smith appeared on the 
scene a ruse was planned to capture 
Ihe man. A ionp; jiarley was held with 
the mur(l(^ier and he a>;reeil to let the 
two farm hands bring him bis supper. 
The men were instructed to watch the 
opportunity, seise him by the arms and 
- shout, which would be the signal for 
the deputies to rueh In. This they did 
and a terrible struggle took place. 
The murderer Is a p<jwerful man, hut 
the force of numbers was too mucii 
fpr him and he wpa tied hand and foot 
before he could further use his weap- 
ons. He was brought to this city Mon- 
day ni^ht. and will he given a hearing 
after the funeral of liis brothers. 

Weisslnger is believed to bo Insane. 
His mind is said to have been failing 
for some time. He had nothing to say 
regarding the tragedy except that be 
exclaimed. "I am bewitche d."

A BAND OF INDIANS 



Sliprlff's Posse Had a Fipht With 
TUeni and 10 Were Killed 
and 11 Captured. 



THE BALANCE MADE THEIR ESCAPE 

Five Handred Hen, Ineladlof the 

Posse, Are Seoorinf the Coun- 
try iu Eastern Wyominff. 



The Redskins, Supposed te Be Sioux 
From the Pine Ridge and Rosebud 
Agencies, Are Led By Char- ' 
He Carrlee Elk. 



Denver, Col., Nov. 3.— Five hundred 
men, including sheriff's posses, a\ig- 
mented by TQlimteers from the 
randies adjacent, are seeorlns the 

country in the vicinity of Lightning 
Creek, in Eastern Wyoming, in search 
of the band of Indians which Sc^urday 
night fought a battle with Sheriff Mil- 
ler's poese, killing the sheriff and one 
deputy named Fossenbtirg. Sunday 
afternoon a second battle was fought 
and ten Indians were killed and 11 oth- 
ers captured. None of the posse was 
killed in the second fight. 

News from the scene of the trouble, 
which Is 25 miles from telegraphic 
communication, is very meager. 

The Indians, 7S in number, are said 
to be under the leadership of Charlie 
Carries Elli, are suppo.sed to he Siouxs 
from tho Fine Uidse and Uos( liud 
agencies In Suoth Dakota. They have 
been hunting in the Converse country, 
Wyoming, In violation of the game laws 
of the state. Sheriff Miller, with a 
po.'iKe, went to the scene of their dep- 
reilationa last Saturday and for the 
I l)urpose of arresting ih,> Iinlians. The 
Indians had received warping of the 
coming of the whltee, and prepared an 
ambuscade for tliam. The posse would 
have been entirely wiped out but for 
the fai t tliat they were pro( ceding can. 
tiously and were in • measure pre- 
pared for some trick on the part of the 
Indians. 

At the first volley from the Indians 

Sheriff Miller and his deputies hastily 
ran to cover and then ensued a genu- 
ine Indian fight. The wliites found 
refuge behind trees and boulders. 

It is thought that at least six Indians 
were killed and several others wound- 
ed, among the latter being pagle 
Feather, a sub chief. 

The battle lasted almost an hour, 
when the Indians l)egaii to lualie their 
escape by ones and twos on liorseback. 
They carried their dead and wounded 
with them and are now believed to be 
well on their way to Bad Lands, In Ne- 
braska. The officers did not attempt 
to follow but sent a courier to Lusk. 
the nearest telcKiaph otflce, with a 
message to Gov. Chatterton apprising 
htm of what had occurred. 

The news of the battle spread rap- 
idly and every ranchman for miles 
around armed himself and joined one 
of the numerous posses hastily organ- 
ized to punish the Crows. Tje govi'rn- 
or wired the interior department st 
Washington thst the Indiana must be 
Immediately arrested. 

For the past two weeks the band 
of Indians has been iu N'lirfliern Wy- 
oming slaughtering game in violation 
of tie laws, in addiiioi) the settlers 
have beeu complaining bitterly that 
the Indians have been killing and steal- 
ing their cattle. Settlers warned the 
leaders of the band to leave the coun- 
try, hut the redskins only laughed at 
them. They claimed that the govern- 
ment had BO reduced the anifuint of 
the rations that they were forced to 
kill game to keep from starving. Char- 
lie Carries Elk openly declared that if 
he and his followers were driven too 
far they would flfht

Its contributions 
to all purposaa have b«en increaaed from 
$1,111 4i;i to ?2,;;7t, Cis. it is still lees 
then one fourth as lar^e as tbe Northern 
Preabyterian chareh, and floanoially does 
lees than one-eighth as much as the larg- 
er denomination, a fact which is not 
discreditable to the Soothero church in 
view of its comparatively poor financial 
environments. Daring the past year the 
Southern church has made a net gain of 
4,487 membera, baptiaed 3,600 adulU and 
5,136 Infanta. The Sunday school mem- 
berehip is 17t'),r,i;), while in the Northern 
church the Sunday school membership 
is larirer llitB*thk ehareh. tn tb* Booth- 
em churi h there are more than two 
congregations for every minister, tbe 
number of churches being :i,044. There 
were gixfy ailditions to the niinisterial 
roll last year, and thirty-three to minis- 
ters loat a net gain of twenty-seven. A 
great, earnest, dignified and thoughtful 
church is the Southern Presbyterian com- 
munion. ItBcontribntioD to the Christian 
culture oi tbe whole Southland is proba- 
bly as great aa any other denomination, 
however large, has made in the last gen- 
eration ; and when Presbyterian union 
ooitaM we ihoold be glad if it wooid em- 
brace tbe Southern Presbyterian denomi- 
nation. Indeed that consummation is 
one ao devoutly to be wished that a little 
patient waiting for the ripeness of the 
time would be profitable to the Presby- 
terUutfam of America."

Mr. Langhom T. Andenon met with • 
heavy loaa between 8 and 4 o'oloek this 
morning. 

The larKe- bam at his stock farm on 

the Lexinfjton pike near the city barned 
to the ground, together with the contents, 
consisting of a carriage and seTeral other 
vehicles, a lot of harness and a large 
quantity of feed. The heaviest loss, how- 
ever, was on his floa atable of horses, 
eleven or twelve of them perishing in 
the tlames. Three of these horaea had 
been sold Monday,— one for |;^, one 
for $450 and the other for $500. He 
valued the horses at from fSOO to $500 
aach. 

It ia not known how the fire original 
ed. No one sleeps in the bam. Mr. 
James Wallace, a neighbor, waa the first 
to discover the fiames, and hastened to 
aronae the family. Whan Mr. Andenon 
waa awakened, the buildinR waa a raaas 
^ of flames, and nothing could be done to- 
wards saving any of tiia aninala or va* 
biclea. The fire was no doabi tha work 
of an incendiary. 

Mr. Anderson plaeaa hla loaa at fnlly 
16,000. 

The building waa partially insured in
